Madrid, Gdén Nov.—-lte Cortes hebben be- 
Boten, dat er in verschilleade havens van het 
ryk van Spanje en van de overzeesche bezittin- 
gen btapelplaatsen scor den nationalen en 
vreemden handel zullen worden aangelegd. 

Den 1Ìden Noo. Zekere Moraler, voorheen 
opperhoofd der Gueri!lus, heeft eeoige militai- 
ren van het rezimest Bourbon verleid e. heelt, 
aan bet hoofd van dezelve en van nog €rriige 
andere persoaen, welke den tegenwoordigen 
stand van zaken niet genegen zyn, aan de zyde 
van Aviles, ten platten lande, eenige buitenspo- 
righeden gepleegd. 

De vergadering der Cortes'is ingevolge het 
voorschrift der constitutie, ontbonden. Vol- 
gens het officieel blad is Z. M. ongesteld, en 
uit dien hoofde niet in staat geweest deze slui- 
ting in persoon by te wonen. ’sKonings aan- 
spraak, den 7den op het HEscuriaal geteekend, 
isin eenen geheel constitutionelen zin gesteld. 
Meer dan 50,000 personen waren voor het pa- 
leis der Cortes vereenigd. Verscheidene gede- 
puteerden werden met gejuich begroet. Cala- 
trava werd door de menigte, onder het geroep 
van leoe de oryheid, naar zyne woning begeleid. 

Napels den Aden Nov. Men verzekert, dat 
het pausse!yk bestuur aan den Minister van bui- 
tenlandsche zaken te kennen heeft doen geven, 
dat de Oostenryksche troepen de onefhankelyk- 
heid van het gebied van den kerkeiyken staat 
zouden ontzien. Andere willen, dat de heilige 
vader heeft doen verklaren, alle mogeiyke po- 
gingen te hehben aangewend, om svor te ko- 
men, det de Duitsche troepen het paasselyk 
gebied zouden bezetten. 

Den eersten October is door den minister 
van buitenlandsche zaken, hertog de Camp 
Chiaro, eene nota gezonden aan vorst Metter- 
nich, betrekkkelyk den staatkundigen toestand 
van Napels. Deze nota is tamelyk uitgebreid 
en zeer wel gesteld, Men bestryd daarin on- 
der andere de veronderstelling, als of de Car- 
bonari eenen moodlottigea invloed zoade heb- 
ben ep het bestuur des lands, en men haalt me. 
nige omstandigheid aan, ten bewyze, dat deze 
gevreesde invloed niet bestaat ; men verzekert, 
dat de volksmenigte eeudragtig is, ea met dea 
koning, welke uit vryen wil aan de natie eene 
constitutie heeft verleend, wil medewerken ter 
vestiging van den voorspoed des ryks ; en men 
betoogt, dat welk& misslagea Oostenryk ook in 
de Spaansche constitutie wil bemerken, geene 
buitenlandsche mogenheid het regt heeft, eene 
staatsregeliung te veroordeelen, welke een on- 
afhankelyk souverein, erywsllig, sun zyne na- 
tie meent te moeten verleenen. Men komt in 
de nota terug op zeker geheim artikel van het 
tractaat van den 12den Jany 1815, waarin on- 
der andere voorkomt: ** dat Z. M, de kooing 
der beide Sicilien, de teugels van ’t bewind 
heraemende, geene nieuwigheden Zal invoeren, 
onbestsanbaar met de roormalige monarchale 
instellingen, of met de beginselen, welke duor 
den keizer van Oostonryk ín het belteer zyner 
Italiaansche staten zyn aangenomen.” Men 
meent, dut de koning destydu aen dea inhoud 
van dit artikel heeft voldaan, en dat het regt 
verstand van betzelve Z. M. nimmer de be- 
voegdheid konde ontnemen, om in ’t vervolg 
kan zyne volkeren zoodanige instelliogen te 
vergunaen, als hy geraden mogtsinden. Men 
verlangt ten slotte inlichtisgen wegens de bui- 
tengewone wapeniagen van Oostenryk in Ita- 
lie, enmen verklaart, dat indien genoemde re- 
gering waarachtige berigten uit Napels be- 
komt, zj overtuigd moet zyn, dat de koning en 
de natie besloten hebben de onafhankelykheid 
des lands en de constitatie tot het uiterste te 
verdedigen. 

Den \3.len November. — Men meldt uit Chie- 
ti, dat de Oostenryksche troepkn, welke in 
Lomberdye cantonmeerden, in beweging zyn 
gekomen en dst zy aan de Po te zamen. trek- 
ken. In Venetie is eene Oostenryksche flotilìe 
uitgerust, welke door den admiraal Pasqualini 
zal worden getommsandeerd. De prins van 
Lichtenstein, welke gelast is geworden, om een 
wakend oog te honden over alles, wat in ’t zui- 
den van ltalie voorvalt is ia Bologna aengeko- 
men.

‘Froppaa that they wished for-the restoration 
of the former order of things at Naples, and 
shoatd consider as enemies of general tranguil- 
lity all who should cohtribate to proloag. the 
etieting disorders: It is added that a Gourier 
has been sent to Naplei with dispatohes, «n- 
rouncing that the allies will not acknowledge 
the Constìtation imposed upan tlie kig; but 
that his msjesty will be left at liberty to give to 
his people any constitution which he may think 
proper, provided it be founded on the same basis 
as that adopted for the organization of tÀe 4us- 
trian states in Italy. If this declaration does 
not prove sufficient to praduce the revalstion 
reqûired st Naples, « manifesto is ta be publish 
ed by the allied sovereigns, when the Austrian 
troops shali set foot oo the Neopolitan territory.

Ross; namely, in 113 deg. w. long. aad 75 
deg. N.lat. 'I'his place ie 280 geographic miles 
to the westward of north fram the mouth of 
the Coppermine river. Whether it ie on an 
island or the continent, we heve not yet learn- 
ed ; but it is most probably the former ; and if 
so, there appears no reason to doubt but that 
the see surrounds North America, ás the Rus- 
sien navigators from the westward heve pene- 
trated through inlarid seas, between Behring’s 
Straits and Icy Cape, ta about 155 deg. w. 
long. where they learned that « Strait ten days 
rowing in length, and lying in a north-eant di- 
rection commanieated with the Great Ocean, 
The land where Icy Cope stands will thus be 
found to be on an island : and there is therefore 
littie reason tó doubt the continuity of sea from 
the Strait mentioned to Baffn’s Bay, through 
the channel by which the discovery ships have 
penetrated to the westward from that Bay. 
Whether that chanrial, however, is open and 
free from ice, and conseguentiy fit for naviga- 
tion; we kaow not; but commodore Parry’s 
account will perhaps afford us éome certain 
dataon which to ground our opioien. His ac- 
count of his voyage will be anziously ezpected, 
and cannot fail «o be extremely interesting. — 
Whether he has been farther to the westward 
tban where he is said to have wintered we know 
not &s yet; but that point is fall 800 geogra- 
pbical miles from Icy Cape, the extrème point 
of Cooke’s navigation northward.” 

Another letter from Aberdeen, dáted Nov. Ì, 
says, —** The Hecla care into our Bay yester- 
day for provisions, and sailed in the efternoon 
for Leith Roads. Her gallant and intrepid 
commander, capt. Parry, accompanied by his 
estroncmer, came on shore at Peterhead on 
Monday, and passed through here yesterday, 
to go by tand to biondan. They parted with 
the Griper in the North Sea, and she is expect- 
ed vpevery hour. The Hecla encountered « 
heaty gale after partiag with the Griper, and 
strioined seme damage. Few perticulars of 
the:r highly interesting voyage have yet trans- 
praed, the offivers and crew of the vessel con- 
Tutag themselves to casual observations, until 
thelr commander shall heve laid his joarnal 
before the Liord: of the Admitalty. We un- 
\ derstand that they wiatered in lat, 75 rx. and 
in their attempts to eaplore u passage to the 
Western Ocean, wers as far ill w. They 
Wintered in a snug bey in Lancaster Sound; 
&nd did not get clear of the ic» till che Sh of 
August this year, From October till Februa- 
ry, of for about 100 deys, they were in dark- 
ness; bat with abundance of wholesome pro- 
vieions, and other reg ssite comforts, they pass- 
ed the time very agrerabiy. The crew wers 
emosed with games of cvery kind; and occa- 
sionally they acted ploys for mutual entertain- 
ment. As to the man object of the expedi- 
tion, the discovery of a nozth west passege, we 
Cannot yet speak wi:> much confidence. One 
of the officers with whom we have conversed 
entertains not the least dnubt upon the subject; 
but we mast weit fer lieut. Parry'e observa- 
tions before we provcunce with certsinty.— 
The tountry will look with great anziety for 
the publication of the journal of this veyuge. —
